Tub erculin Test 
To Be Offered 
H. S. Stud ents 


The Arlington Heights Public 
Health committee announces that 
with the approv al of the 
high 
school hoard of education and of 
Mr. A M. Conger, superintendent, 
the tuoerculin test will be offered 
to students of the high school on 
February 5. This program is be­ 
ing sponsored bv the Tuberculosis 
Institute of Chicago and Cook 
county. 
Concerning the yearly testing of 
pupils ot high school 
age, Dr. 
Kruglick , medical assistant on the 
staff of the Tuberculosis Institute 
says, “In a schooi testing pro­ 
gram, it is v ery urgent to repeat 
it each year; in fact, to do it once 
and then forget about it giv es a 
false sense of security’ w-hich is 
worse than doing nothing at all. It 
is adv ised that all negativ e reactors 
to tuberculin be retested yearly. In 
this way% if the test turns positiv e, 
we will k now- that infection has oc­ 
curred w ithin the past year and it 
will not be difficult perhaps to trace 
the source of this infection and seg­ 
regate it so that no further harm 
may be done. All positiv e reactors 
should be re-xrayed once yearly. In 
this w’ay*, if any infection has been 
added or if there has been a flare- 
up of the old infection, it can be 
check ed early.” 
“If one were to choose what is 
perhaps the most important ap­ 
proach to tuberculosis case finding, 
it w’ould undoubtedly be observ a­ 
tion; re-check ing; and frequent ex­ 
aminations. The nature of the dis­ 
ease is such that constant, contin­ 
ued check ing is of great import­ 
ance.”

means an average of about $4.50 
per case. 
The fact th at accidents were kept 
at a minimum in Arlington Height? 
is largely due to the work of our 
police officers who now provide 24 
hour service 365 days of the year. 
Responsibility for collection of 
business licenses also rests in the 
police departm ent, which according 
to the final report for the year to­ 
taled $2,194.50 for eighty business 
firms and contractors.

age motorist today buys his village 
vehicle tag for same reason that he 
purchases a state license.

How Social Security Helps - 
Parents of Deceased Worker 


Mary Jones is not her real name 
and she did not liv e in thia com­ 
munity. But here is the story of a 
girl who died a 
few weeks ago. 
leav ing an inv alid father and an 
aged mother who were dependent 
upon their daughter for support. 
‘‘What on earth will they do?” 
said Mrs. Blank, the 
next-door 
neighbor. “They are old—both of 
them past 65—and Mary’s salary 
was all the income they had." 
“Maybe her job in the store will 
entitle them to Federal insurance,” 
another neighbor suggested. “Mary 
used to say that she only made $20 
a week and she had to pay 20c of 
that for social security tax.” 
“Then, she did hav e Gov ernment 
insurance!” exclaimed Mrs. Blank. 
“I am going right ov er and tell 
Mrs. Jones to find out about it.” 
Three days later Mrs. Jones ap­ 
peared at the local office of the So­ 
cial Security Board. Fortunately, 
she brought along Mary’s social se­ 
curity account card. 
“I am glad you hav e your daugh­ 
ter’s social security card,’ said the 
manager, “that makes it much eas­ 
ier to get the information we need. 
When we know a person’s account 
number it is easy to locate the cor­ 
responding wage record.” 
The manager adv ised the mother 
to get a death certificate from the 
doctor or the undertak er. Then he 
explained to her that only parents 
who are 65 years old, or ov er, and 
who were dependent for support up­ 
on the deceased son or daughter are 
entitled to monthly payments of 
surv iv ors insurance. 
“Well, I am 65 years old and my 
husband is 67 ,” declared 
Mrs. 
Jones. 
“Do you know of any way that 
you could prov e your age?” asked 
the manager. “Is the date of your 
birth recorded in a family Bible, 
or on a school or church record?” 
“My husband’s brother has an 
old Bible which shows the birth­ 
days in his family. We might bor­ 
row the Bible long enough for you 
to see when he was bom; but I 
hav e no w'ay of prov ing my own

Of 61-C^nt Loan 


Whiu e the n ew gov ern men t com 
loan of 61 cen ts a bu shel may be 
less .attractiv e to AAA cooperat­ 
ors than loan s of prev iou s y ears, 
there is little d an ger that the n ew’ 
loan policy wd ll force en ou gh corn 
on the market to keep the price be­ 
low the lev el of the loan v alu e 
throu ghou t the marketin g y ear, in 
the opin ion of L. J- Norton , Chief 
in Agricu ltu ral marketin g at the 
Un iv ersity of Illin ois College of 
Agricu ltu re. 
A rise in com prices to the lev el 
of the loan is likely u n less gov em- 
men t-loan corn is released on a 
large scale, Norton believ es. 
His reason is that, althou gh the 
total su pply of com is abou t 2,100 
million bu shd s, the su pply of “Free 
corn ,” that is, corn n ot own ed by 
the gov ern men t or u n d er seal, is 
abou t 2,65 0 million bu shels. With 
con su mp'ion likely to be 2,400 to 
2,5 00 million bu shels, the carry -ov ­ 
er of “free corn ” is n ot likely to 
bo an y larger n ex t October than 
it was this y ear, when the price of 
com in Illin ois gen erally equ alled 
the loan v alu e. 
“Prospects that the price of com 
will equ al the loan v alu e are stron g­ 
ly su pported , in sofar as Illin ois is 
con cern ed , by the shoi-t crops in 
Ohio, In d ian a an d eastern Illin ois. 
“For these three states the 1940 
corn crops total 176 million bu sh­ 
els less than the av erage of the 
1938 an d 1939 crops. 
Jn man y 
spots in these three states, corn 
su pplies will be u sed u p before an ­ 
other harv est, makin g ou tsid e pu r­ 
chases n ecessary . 
“Swich shortage will d ev elop in 
earlier eastern than 
in western 
Illin ois.” 
Norton .also poin ted ou t that the 
6 1-cen t loan d oes n ot represen t a 
n ew’ policy of higher gov ern men t 
loan s on farm crops, sin ce the rate 
of the corn loan is man d atory u n ­ 
d er the 
Agricu ltu ral Ad ju stmen t 
Act of 1938 . 
Fu rthermore, w’hile the loan s ex ­ 
ten d for three y ears, lan d own ers 
may d eliv er corn in settlemen t of 
their loan s at the en d of the sec­ 
on d y ear, an d ten an ts may d o like­ 
wise at the en d oT on e y ear if they 
mov e or 
their 
lan d lord s 
in sist 
they n eed the cribs, Norton poin t­ 
ed ou t. 
Amon g the 
ad v an tages 
the lon ger loan s is that 
they elimin ate mu ch ex pen se an d 


work in con n ection with resealin g. 
Sin ce the loan program for 1940 
corn makes n o allowan ce fov ad d i­ 
tion al st.orage, it is eou iv alen t to 
red u cin g the kize of the loan ^ in 
relation to earlier on es, accord in g 
to Norton . 
On the basis of an allowan ce of 
fiv e cen ts a bu shel prev iou sly mad e 
for resealin g, the 6 1-cen t lo'an is 
equ iv afien t to a 5 6 -cen t loan on the 
old basis. If n ew' storage mu st be 
prov id ed for the secon d y ear’s stor­ 
age, more than fiv e cen ts mu st be 
d ed u cted to make the loan s com­ 
parable. 
Apparen tly the gov ern men t has 
d ecid ed that farmers w’ho u se the 
corn loan mu st assu me the bu rd en 
of fu rn ishin g the storage. 
Per­ 
haps also' the U. S. Departmen t of 
Agricu ltu re believ es that the pres­ 
en t loan stock of approx imately 
45 0 million bu shels is large en ­ 
ou gh. 
Both v iews seem reason ­ 
able.” 


Million and Half

A million an d a half trees ou t 
of 10,000,000 av ailable to Illin ois 
farmers for n ew plan tin gs hav e al­ 
read y been sold , accord in g to L. 
B. Cu lv er, associate in forestry at 
the Un iv ersitv of Illin -ois College 
of Agricu ltu re. 
Sin ce the trees are bein g ord er^'d 
so rapid ly , 'Cu lv er su ggests that 
farmers d o their “forest shoppin g” 
early , n ot on ly to av oid the ru sh 
bu t also to av oid n ot bein g able 
to obtain the kin d of trees d esired . 
I>ast y ear some person s w’aited 
tijio lon g to place their ord ers a'hd 
were u n able to get the kin d of 
trees they wan ted . Althou gh there 
are still abou t 8 ,000.000 av ailable, 
the rate at which they are bein g 
ord ered in d icates that 1941 m.ay 
brin g a repetition of 1940. 
Of the 8 ,5 36 ,46 5 trees n ow* av ail­ 
able, 4,606 ,230, of them are hard - 
w'ood s an d 3,930,225 arc con ifers, 
accord in g-to Cu lv er. 
Ord er blan ks for trees may be 
obtain ed from the Un iv ersity or 
local farm ad v isers.

In spite of large corn su pplies, 
the liberal com allotmen t of 42,- 
774 acres has been set by state 
AAA officials for Cook Cou n ty for 
1941, prin cipally as an aid in pres­ 
en t n ation al d efen se efforts, ac­ 
cord in g to Carl M. Bomiet, chair­ 
man . Cou n ty Agricu ltu ral Con ser­ 
v ation committee. 
The 1941 com allotmen t for this 
cou n ty compares with the 42,774 
acre allotmen t foT 1940. 
Carl M. Bormet said that by stay ­ 
in g w’ithin their 1941 allotmen ts 
farmers can aid in keepin g com 
su pplies within d esired lev els. 
If 
allotmen ts are ex ceed ed v ery mu ch 
an d if farmers get n ormal y ield s, 
marketin g qu otas might be n eces­ 
sary for the 1941 crop, he ex plain ­ 
ed . 
The state corn allotmen t 
for 
1941 is 6 ,5 27,75 6 acres, compared 
with 6 ,5 13,8 76 in 1940. 
Cook cou n ty ’s total so’il-d eplet- 
in g allotmen t for 1941 is 112,707 
acres. 
The 1940 allotmen t was 
113,5 91 acres. 
Becau se of in creasin g y ield s, in 
recen t y ears, Cook cou n ty ’s n ormal 
com y ield has in creased from 38 .8 
bu shels an acre u n d er the 1940 pro­ 
gram to 38 .9 bu shels an acre u n ­ 
d er the 1941 plan . 
ITie prod u ctiv ity in d ex of 128 , 
which applied u n d er the 1940 pro­ 
gram, also applied to' Cook Cou n ­ 
ty in 1941. 
Cou n ty an d 
commu n ity com­ 
mitteemen are n ow d etermin in g in ­ 
d iv id u al farm acreage allotmen ts, 
which will be mailed to farmers 
the latter part of Jan u ary . 
This 
will allow farmers ample time to 
plan their 1941 farmin g operation s 
in lii>« with prov ision s of the farm 


program. 
With allotmen ts chan ged v ery 
little from last y ear an d prov ision s 
fo‘r more flex ibility ad d ed , the pro­ 
gram shou ld fit crop ad ju stmen t 
an d local con serv ation problems in 
all parts of the state, Carl M. Bor­ 
met, ex plain ed . In ad d ition it will 
make it possible 
for in d iv id u al 
farmers to d o their part in the 
n ation al d efen se program, he said .

1941 Allotments, 
Yields, Indices 
Are Set For AAA 


In spite of large corn supplies, 
the liberal corn allotment of 42,- 
774 acres has been set by state 
AAA officials for Cook County for 
1941, principally as an aid in pres­ 
ent national detense efforts, ac­ 
cording to Carl M. Bonnet, chair­ 
man, County Agricultural Conser­ 
vation committee. 
The 1941 corn allotment for this 
county compaies with the 42,774 
acre allotment for 1940. 
Carl M. Bonnet said that by stay­ 
ing within their 1941 allotments 
farm ers can aid in keeping corn 
supplies within desired levels. 
Ii 
allotments are exceeded very much 
and if farm ers get normal yields, 
m arketing quotas might be neces­ 
sary for the 1941 crop, he explain­ 
ed. 
T 
The state corn allotment 
for 
1941 is 6,527,756 acres, compared 
with 6,513,876 in 1940. 
Cook county’s total so'i I-deplet­ 
ing allotment for 1941 is 112,707 
acres. 
The 1940 allotment was 
113,591 acres. 
Because of increasing yields, in 
recent years, Cook county’s norma} 
corn yield has increased from 38.8 
bushels an acre under the 1940 pro­ 
gram to 38.9 bushels an acre un­ 
der the 1941 plan. 
The productivity index of 128, 
which applied under the 1940 pro­ 
gram , also applied to’ Cook Coun­ 
ty in 1941.

mitteemen are now determining in­ 
dividual farm acreage allotments, 
which will be mailed to farm ers 
the latter part of January.
